Receiving waters and location: Blanchard Creek (WBID: OK520610030120_00) (Latitude: 35°
07’ 22" North; Longitude: 97 38' 38" West).

The Blanchard MIA
owns and operates an
aerated lagoon
system on the east
side of town. Effluent
from the lagoons is
disposed of via the
irrigation of 50 acres of
Bermuda pasture
located adjacent to
the treatment facility.
Due to population
growth, the City of
Blanchard has
requested a seasonal
sewer discharge to
Blanchard Creek
(OK520610030120_00)
for the design flow of
1.3 MGD from
October 16 to March
— ' 31.
The receiving stream, Blanchard Creek, is not listed in Appendix A of the Oklahoma
Water Quality Standards (OAC 252:730) and is assumed to have the default designated
uses of Aesthetics, Agriculture, Fish and Wildlife Propagation - Warm Water Aquatic
Community (WWAC), Fish Consumption, and Primary Body Contact Recreation (PBCR).
Blanchard Creek has not been assessed and is deemed to fully support these default
uses.
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This WLA has been developed to ensure that the limits assigned to the discharge are
stringent enough to maintain DO standards under critical conditions. The proposed
discharge limits for the Blanchard MIA are shown below:

Proposed Design Flow: 1.3 MGD
Spring Limits (Apr. 1 —Jun. 15): No discharge
Summer Limits (Jun. 16 — Oct. 15): No discharge
Winter Limits (Oct. 16 — Mar. 31): 25 mg/L CBODs, 15.4 mg/L NHz-N, 4 mg/L DO

These limitations are minimum requirements. If a Total Maximum Daily Load (TMDL) is
approved for the stream, any more stringent limitations contained in the TMDL will apply.
The comment period will be open for 45 days. If you have any concerns regarding these
proposed limits, please submit your comments in writing by the end of the workday on
January 23, 2023, to:
